RECENT DEATHS. 

Major OtHo E. MicHagrtis, Ordnance Depart- 
ment, U.S. A., an officer of great merit and high 
professional attainments, died May 1 at Kennebec 
Arsenal, Augusta, Me., of nervous prostration, in- 
duced by his narrow escape from drowning last 
winter while attempting to rescue two cf his chil- 
dren from drowning, they baving fallen through 
the ice. He saved the boy, but the daughter was 
drowned. He never recovered from the shock, and 
dies in the prime of life. Major Michaelis was born 
in Germany, and graduated with the bighest honors 
from the New York Free Academy, now the Col- 
lege of the City of New York, presided over 
by General Alex. H. Webb. In June, 1863, 
be jomed the 231 New York National Guards 
as a private, and was engaged in the campaign from 
Harrisburg to Gettysburg. Being of studious habits 
and evincing an excellent knowledge of signaling, 
he was, Sept. 30, 1863, appointed a 2d lieutenant in 
the Signal Corps. Ia the following November he 
was appointed a 2d lieutenant in the Ordnance De- 
partment in the Regular Army, and since that time 
has been distinguished for his professional culture 
aod knowledge and for his earnest endeavors in the 
line of his specialty. His first active service in this 
department was as Assistant Chief of Ordnance ot 
the Army of the Cumberland. In this position he 
won the confidence and high appreciation of Gen- 
eral George H. Thomas, on whose staff he served 
during the Atlanta campaign and until the close of 
the war. He was promoted Ist lieutenant in 
1864, received the brevet of captain in 1865 for his 
faitbful and meritorious services, promoted captain 
in 1874, and major, Feb. 28, 1889. Major Michaelis 
was an expert and an authority on whist and chess, 
and was a member of the Manhattan Chess Club 
and the Engineers’ Club of New York City. In 
1857, when only fifteen years of age, he playeda 
series of games at chess with Paul Morphy, the 
famous player, at the St. Nicholas Hotel, and won 
two games. Major Michaelis contributed many 
valuable articles to the scientific literature of the 
Army. His talents and studious attention to the de- 
velopments of science in all its branches procured 
him many flattering offers of important and Jucra- 
tive positions in civil life. But he uniformly de- 
clined to leave the service of his country. While 
stationed at Detroit he married Miss Katie, daughter 
of Captain Woodbridge, U. S. A., and he leaves her 
a widow with seven children. His funeral was held 
at Augusta, Me., May 5, the Rev. Walter G. Wynne, 
pastor of St. Mark’s, officiating. The escort to For- 
est Grove Cemetery, where the body was buried, 
comprised Co. F, Maine Volunteer Militia, Augusta; 
Seth Williams Post, Grand Army of the Republic; 
Masonic bodies and the Arsenal Squad. 


TueE Detroit Free Press, referring to the late Mrs. 
Hamilton, wife of Capt. F. B. Hamilton, 2d U. s. 
Artillery, says: “Mary Witherell Roby was the 
only cbiid of Henry M. Roby, of Monroeville, O., 
(formerly a well kuown resident of Detroit,) and a 
piece of Hon. T. W. Palmer, U.S. Minister to Spain.

COLONEL LEONARD MARTIN, who died at Winne- 
bago, Wis., April 14,was graduated from West Point 
in 1861, aud promoted to tbe artillery, becoming Ist 
Lieut. 5th Artillery, May 14, 1861. He served gal- 
lantly io the field during the entire war, and on the 
promotion of Capt. Ayres was given command of 
the buttery known as ‘Ayres’ Battery.” In April, 
1865, Was appointed Colonel of the 5lst Wisconsio 
Volunteers. In the following August be was mus- 
tered out of the Volunteer Service, and on the 34 of 
April, 1866, resigned from the Kegular Army. After 
that he filled several responsible positions in the 
public service, aud for the past twelve years was a 
Special Examiner of the Pension Bureau. A Wis- 
cousin paper says: “With fine intellectual endow- 
ments, Dever was there a more kindly, sympathetic, 
gentle, affectionate heart placed within man than 
that of Leonard Martin.” 


Masor CALEB E. Pautpine, who died at Peeks-

CAPTAIN W1LLIAM HENLON, 8 retired pilot on the 
Michigan, who died Mav 5, in Erie at the age of 82, 
was the pilot of the Michigan at the time of the 
rebel conspiracy in Canada to capture the ship and 
with her help liberate the rebel prisoners in Johus- 
ton’s Island. lt was through Captain Henlon's 
watchbfulnese that the plot was discovered, the head 
conspirator captured and the vessel saved. 


Dr. SAMUEL Rusu Haven, who died suddenly at 
Joliet, Lil., May 5, wus a distinguished —— acd 
surgeon. He went to [Illinois in 1834 and went out 
in 1861 with the first troops as a brigude surgeon. 
He was successively promoted to division, corps, 
and general army surgeon in the Army of the Poto- 
mac, and served on the staff of Gens. Heintzelman, 
Hancock, and Grant. 


Mrs. ALExina C. Situ, wife of Chief Engineer

EXAMINATION OF OFFICERS OF THE ARMY. 


Tue House Committee on Military Affairs, in their 
report in favor of the bill (H. R. 8202) to provide for 
the examination of certain officers of the Army and 
to regulate promotion of officers therein, say : 

The present system of regimental promotion up 
to the rank of captain has worked very unequally 
and inequitably. It would be impossible to enumer- 
ate all the instances of injustice that arise from this 
system of regimental promotion. 

Another difficulty of this system is that it keeps 
the officers of the line in the eame organizations, 
and witha much smaller range of experience of 
commands, commanding officers, and of service, 
than they would have if the promotions were lineal 
throwgbout the entire arm of theservice. The bill 
provides that if an officer who bas failed in bis 

bysical examination be found to be incapacitated 

or service by reason of pbysival disability contract- 
ed in the line of duty, he shall be reti with the 
ravk to which his seniority entities him to be pro- 
moted; butif he should fail for any other reason, 

rofessionally or morally, he shall be suspended 

rom promotion for one year, when he shall be enti- 
tled to a re-examination, and in case of failure upon 
re-examination he shall be wholly retired from the 
Arwy. 

A saving clause is inserted for the benefit of those 
who served in tbe War of the Rebellion and who 
have since remained ia the Service for placing them 
upon the retired list instead of wholly retir- 
ing them. 

As stated by the Secretary in his report, this sys- 
tem of examinations has mn adopted by all the 
leading powere of Kurope, and has been for some 
time in successful o tion in our Navy. It has 
also been successful in those branches of the Army 
where it hus been tried. 

The provisions of this bill in regard to the line of 
the Army are more liberal than the provisions con- 
tained in the existing law with reference to the 
Corps of Engineers and the Ordnance Department, 
but there can be no doubt but that the system of 














has operated most beneficially, and bas given us a 
— in these two branches of extraordinary ex- 
cellence. 

The committee has given the matter full consider- 
ation and bas conferred with the proper officers of 
the War Department and with the leading officers 
ot bigh rank in the Army, and believes that the bill 
embodies the results of the most mature judgment 
of all concerned in the administration of the Army. 
The provisions for re-examination and for retire- 
ment from the Army and for placing those who ac- 

uired their disabilities in war service upon the re- 
tired list, are believed to be iu accordance with the 
dictates of justice and good administration. 

The committee therefore unanimously report the 
bill favorably, with the recommendation that it be 
amended by striking out the words “wholly re- 
tired” in line 24 and inserting the words “honorably 
disch ”"in lieu thereof. Also inserting after 
the word Army in same tine the words “with one 
year’s pay,” and that as so amended it do pass.

Ir strikes us that ‘* Line Officer,” in your issue of 
April 26, when insistiog on promotion by seniority 
in the staff corps as pro in Mr. Spinola’s bill 
is semewhat contradictary in bis views. He con- 
siders a “*good record” a sine quo non, and abso- 
lutely essential. Will this necessarily follow in the 
case of all seniors in the Staff Corps? When 
seniority and a good record are combined, there can 
be no objection to furtber promotion. But may 
there not be atime when a senior can show no re- 
cord to boast of, and would not such a law promote 
the inefficient as weil as the efficient? Itis true 
there is much scrub racing and advertising one's 
claims in the telegraphic columns of the press, at 
the time of an approaching vacancy, but all these 
dodges are understood in the Army and go for lic- 
tle, being worn out chestnuts. The present system 
is as good asany, and if based upon promotion by 
seniority with a first-class record that one is proud 
of—there is no peed of a chunge. [f the record is 
weak, then take the next best man. x. 








THE SWIFT LITTLE CUSHING. 


Tue torpedo-boat Cushing on Thursday made the 
run from Newporttro New York in 6 hours and 57 
minutes in the face of a bead wind and a choppy 
sea, and iu spite of the fact that her crew is com- 

entirely of green men. - 

The Cushing left Fort Adams, Newport, at 143 
Thursday afternoon, and for two hours she had both 
waves and wind against her. After passing New 
London it became a little calmer. She burned hard 
coal. With soft coal and under favorable circum- 
stances of wind and tide, Lieut. Winslow, who com- 
mands the Cushing, estimates that he could reduce 
the record by « haif bour at least. 

This is the time taken by Lieut. Winslow at differ- 
ent points along the run: Fort Adams, 1 bour 43 
mioutes; Poirt Judith, 213%; Watch Hill. 3. 100; 
New London, 3.40; Stratford Shoal, 6.12%; Ka'tou's 
Neck, 7; Sand’s Point, 7.48%; Twenty-fourth street, 
8.40. At — — os she —— down. Her 
average speed was nots per bour. 

“5 28* pot hesuate to say.“ Lieut. Winslow is 
quoted as saying, “that the C ing, uoder favor- 
able conditions, could run 224 knots per bour all 
day long. I have seen the vessel make 24 32-100 
koots, which is equivalent to 28 miles, and then soe 
was going under a steam pressure of only 243 pounds, 
which is 7 pounds less than she was designed to carry 
in ber high-pressure cylinder. Her boiler has beea 
tested at the rate ot 520 pounds to the square inch. 
She ought to be able to make the distance between 
New York and Newport at the rate of 21 koots per 
hour with hard coal and 22%¢ knots with soft coal. 
We expect great things of her when her crew gets 
well trained.” 

At Wasbiogton she showed several members of 
the two Committees on Naval Affairs that the 
Government has in her a remarkable craft. Sena- 
tors Hale, Chandler, Stockbridge, Davis, Gray and 
Hearst, aud —— Wiswell, of Maine, boarded the 
Cushing at her dock in the navy-yard on Monday, 
and at 4 o’c'ock the little boat steamed out fors 
trial trip down theriver. It usually takes the river 
boats nearly two hours to make the trip to Mount 
Vernon, but the Cushing fouod 40 minutes sufficient. 
Part of the time her speed was between 26a0d 27 
miles an bour, and there was no more sense of rock- 
ing felt than there would be on a railway train. 
While going at 25 miles an hour the engines were 
reversed and the boat bacsed at the rate of 18 miles 
ao hour. She also turned in her own leogth. Other 
movements were shown and at 6 o'clock the party 
was back again. Members of the House Naval Com- 
mittee took a trip on Thursday. 

The torpedo-boat Cushing urrived at the Washb- 
ington Navv-yard on May 4, having made the run 
from New York in 284¢ boura, with only one boiler 
in use. Sbe made an average speed of 15 knote. The 
little vessel has attracted a great deal of attention 
since her arrival! in Washington, being inspected by 
the Secretary of the Navy, members of the Naval 
Committees of Congress and naval officers. She has 
been placed at the dispusal of the Naval Commit- 
tees for such trips on the Potomac as they may care 
to make during the coming week.

THE McCALLA COURT-MARTIAL. 


THE case of the Government in the Court-martial 
of Comdr. McCalla closed with our report of last 
week. The defence opened on Thursday by calling 
Lieut. Mulligan, They at first asked that the court 
order him to be called for the prosecution, but this 
request was denied, after a vigorous objeetion from 
Lieut, Stayton. Lo spite of his objections, however, 
the court admitted in evidence the official record of 
the court-martial of th: man Svaglick. Tbe record 
of the criminai court of the D. of Columbia show- 
ing the character of Walker was also put 10 evi- 
dence. Lieut. Mulligan described the circumstances 
connected with Comdr. McCalla’s treatment of this 
man. 

To the question whether the circumstances im- 
pressed bim with a sense of danger the witness 
answered: 

** No, sir; 1 was not frightened.” 


He bad not thought of the possibility of a reecue | der did 


by the crew. The situation was dangerous, how- 
ever. Captain Mo(‘alla was perfectly cool and there 
was no evidenee of maliceor ill will inst Walker.

Isaac Culkins testified that he was master-at-arms 
in December, 1888, and he did not remember receiv- 
ing orders at that time from Comdr.

“To b—l with them.”” He and Surg. Herndon tes- 
et that McCalla was not on board at thie particu- 
ar time. 

Wm. Hixon, a gentleman of color, described as a 
“dandy coon, dazzling the court by his magnificent 
presence,” testitied io the same effect. 

F:nally Comdr. McCalia testified on bis own be- 
balf. in answer to a question be stated the length 
of time be had been attached tu the Enterprise, and 
then said: 

“I desire to say right bere that I wish to take the respon- 
pany for everytbiog that bap on board the Enter- 
prise from the time she left New York until she returned 
to the Brooklya Navy-yard.” The witness then said that be 
had entered the United States Naval Service in 1861, and 
ever since 1864 had been in active service, serving on many 
sbips and in many tions, and likewise doing duty on 
shore. ‘The crew of the be said, was such a crew 


as would ba found on the average Uaited States vessels, ex- 
cept for the absence of leading men who might have n 
made petty officers,the presence of men who bad never 


of seme men who 
might be classed He gave a list of the latter 
men, about 15 of them, and then went on to say that 15 men 
deserted before the Ent left New York. During the 
cruise there bad been held 23 summary and 4 general courts- 
wartial, and during the cruise 63 men bad deserted. 

In many of the ports where the had touched, 
the usual precautions were taken to preveot men from go- 
ing asbore without permission. At Stetria, Rouen and Bris- 
tol,extra precautions were taken, for there many of the 
men ,Ot drunk, and it was particularly easy for them, ow- 
ing to the fact that the ship was moored to docks, to escape 
if they wished. The menironed at Oran, the Commanster 
said, he ordered to be so confined solely as a means of 
safe keeping, and in no wise as a method of punishment. 
There never bad been any compisints to him, be said, of any 
punishment or means of confinement whicn had been or- 
either by bim or by any of the officers. If any man 
bad desired to make any such complaint, it would have 
been the easiest thing in tbe worla for bim to have done so. 
Every man on board tbe ship had an equal right to state his 
case ut the mast. 

As to those men confined at Cronstadt, the witness said 
thet the officer of the deck hed been instructed to put some 
of them in irons and others on the quarter-‘teck, so that tney 
might be under bis eye. Tnose who bad committed the most 
flagrant offences were ironed together tor safe keeping, und 
the next morniog received a lecture from him. Ino tne case 
ot the man Fitzgerald, Commander McCalla said that that 
seaman bad been doing extra duty by order of the court- 
martial which bad tried bim fur some previous offence, aod 
Lieut. Ingersoll bad reported that he was sbirking bis duty. 
Tben the witness 0 tnat man to the 
Jacub’s ladder so that be could veitber sit down nor lie 
down, as be bad shown a decided incliuativn to do. 

Then Comdr. McCalla touched upon that punishment 
which bed been iufiicted upon Fireman Waiker—noot, bow- 
ever, the cutting-down incident—when Welker bad gotten 
druok and mdden bimseif io acoal bunker. Walker bad 
been urdered ashore, he said, to be w: . the wit- 
ne-s had gone ashore, and when be returoed be found Wal- 
ker and two otbers lashed to the Jacob's ladder.

ironea to the other men who were at that time underguiog 
punishment. When drunken men were punished, Comdr. 
McCalla said, they bad never beeo confined in a close piace, 
but bad been compelled to march up and down the quarter 
deck until they bad worked the whiskey outoftnem. He 
pever kuew of a man having been deprived of bis hammock, 
and certaioly pever gave any such He bad never 
heard of such a case until it bad been testified to before the 
Court of Ioquiry.

BOt cause any pain to the man so lashed. Of the 
men who bad been so confired aud of the men ironed for 
safe keeping, the commander said that he did not even now 
reward them as having been punished. 

The witness bad never beard of the ironing together of 
Jelley and Armstrong until ne heard the testimony before 
the Court of Inquiry.

My biow knocked Walker 
over. and as I struck bim one of the men in tbe group aft 
shouted out. ‘ Now you ——, you've done it.’ And I said, *I 
have, and if I bad you bere ĩ would settle you, too.’

Among the information given is that in re- 
lation to ice, dangerous obstructions to navigation 
along the coast, the use of oil, bottle papers, North 
Atlantic storms, weather forecast for May, etc.

The ter- 
races, barrachs and reception raoms were bril- 
liantly illuminated in honor of the visitors, and 
french and American flags entwined were pro 
fusely displayed.

THE report of the Panama Canal Commission 
shows that De Lesseps has issued obligations for 
-$500.000,000 and probably expended actually $230,-

only $90,000,000. The cost of completing the work is 
estimated roughly by the commissioners at $180,000,- 
000 for the lock system, and the period required at 
seven or eight years. This amount is $80 000,000 in 
advance of the recent estimates of the French en- 
gineers at the Isthmus, but $120,000,000 behind the 
calculations of English and American experts.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


Senate Bill 3050, septeprintiog $60,000 for the pur- 
chase of a site, and the erection of buildings there- 
on, for a military post near Pass, was passed 
by the cenate May 3 

Senate Bill 846, referring to the Court of Claims 
for settlement the famous claim of Nat. McKay for 
moneys due for extra work on the monitor Squando,' 
was passed by the Senate May 3. 

The Army Appropriation bill was reported to the 
Senate by the Committee on Appropriations May 7. 
The changes recommended by the committee in- 
volve a total reduction in the bill as it came from 
the House of $100,303.73, which is accounted for by 
the striking out of the provisions for Army can- 
teens, for mountain guns, and for the eleven clerks 
to inspectors general. The effort of Senator Cock- 
rell to change the mileage allowance prevailed to 
the extent of the rate beimg reduced by the com- 
wittee to from four to tbree cents per mile. The 
other amendments recommended included an allow- 
ance of $500 per annum additional salary to 
the officers in charge of the military prison; a re- 
duction in the amount allowed for civilian em- 

loyees in the Subsistence Department to from 
$20 boo to $10,000; the striking out of the provision 
for drill hallsand gymnasiums at Columbus Bar- 
racks, Jefferson Barracks, Fort Myer and David's 
Island; for gun sheds at military posts and for 

ymonasium furniture; also the provisions author- 
fog the sale of signet equipments, stores, etc., for 
use of militia, and for transportation of signal offi- 
cers or parties and thejr equipments when ordered 
on military duty. The only increase recommended 
is in the amount for barracks and stables; for two 
additional companies at Fort Myer, the item for 
this purpose being raised from 600 Lo $66,410, the 
amount recommended by the Secretary of War. 
The only item of special legislation included is that 
probibiting the use of the appropriation for the 
arrest of deserters for any one who deserted prior 
to Jan. 1, 1885. The item of $100,000 for canteens will 
in all probability be restored by the Conference 
Committee when the bill has reacbed that stage. 
This action of the Committee prevents the intro- 
duction of a temperance discussion on the Army 
bill, and the advocates of the canteen prefer that 
the appropriation should fail altogether rather than 
accept the prohibition clause. They concede that 
the canteen cannot exist with the privilege of seli- 
ing beer removed. 
nator Plumb having failed in his efforts to 
secure a proclamation granting amnesty to de- 
serters, has sought to accomplish his object in an- 
other way. Upon bis motion the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations has adopted the following pro-

The Senate Military Committee, at a special meet- 
ing beld on Wednesday, disposed of a lurge number 
of desertion and other private bills of no particular 
importance.

2110, to give rank of 2d lieutenant to those enlisted 
men who did duty as officers during the war, and 
the committee reconsidered its ad verse action taken 
some time ago on the bill to give t.

A DESPATCH from the City of Mexico reports the 
arrest of Lieut. Augustin de Iturbide for criticising, 
in a letter printed in the Tiempo, the President, who 
is Commander in-Chief of thearmy. Army officers 
are thoroughly agreed that the criticisms were un- 
soldierlike and that the arrest is just. It is stated a 
special court-martial bas been ordered to try his 
case. Iturbide is at the Santiago military prison. 
Many believe that the court-martial will result in 
his dismissal from the service. He is beld under the 
military code of the Republic, Article 3,704, which 
makes the penalty prescribed for the offence of cen- 
suring the personnel of the government by an offi- 
cer in the service of one month to one year’s im- 








prisooment, at the discretion of the court-martial. 


THE McCALLA COURT-MARTIAL. 
THE proceedings before the Court-martial in the 
case of Commander Bowman H. McCalla, U. S. N., 
were terminated on Tuesday last by an eloquent 
address on behalf of the accused from the distin- 
guished advocate, Joseph H. Choate. The daily 
papers are filled with praise of Mr. Choate’s elo- 
quence, all of which is deserved, but we do not 
share their enthusiastic expectations as to its re- 
sult upon the Court. The most effective portion of 
it, so far as concerps the audience to whom it was 
especially addressed, was his citation from the pre- 
cedent of previous courts. These show that the 
authority exercised by oficers commanding naval ves- 
sels is very broad, and it may prove sufficiently broad 
to justify Commander McCalla in his extraordinary 
exercise of authority. The Court is quiet compe- 
tent to determine this question, and our lack of 
faith in the effect of Mr. Choate’s able argument, is 
due to a recognition of the mistake that he and 
other legal gentlemen makein their arguments be- 
before Courts-mariial. They seem to forget that they 
are not addressing an ordinary jury, but seeking to 
convince a body of experts, quite as well informed as 
to the facts of the particular case as themselves, 
aud much more capable of judging as to their spec- 
ial application to the circumstances of the Service. 

In his testimony Commander McUalla substanti- 
ally admits the truth of the specifications against 
him, basing his defence upon the claim that the 
circumstances were such as to justify his unusual 
action. This admission has greatly simplified the 
case, as it relieves the Court from the task of seek- 
ing to reconcile conflicting statements and leaves 
them free to consider the bearing of admitted facts 
upon the charges under which the accused was 
tried. Stating them briefly, the facts are sukgjan- 
tially these: In October, 1887, Commander McCalla 
was placed in command of the Hnterprise. He was 
permitted to chose his own officers, and had a crew 
especially selected for his benefit. As it was his first 
independent comand and as he was known as an 
officer having advanced ideas on the subject of 
naval administration, his friends watched with in- 
terest to see the excellent record he was to make, 
and bis enemies—for he undoubtedly has enemies— 
were equally confident of his failure. He returned 
after a cruise of exceptional length with his officers 
and men as a whole thoroughly discontented, and 
presenting for his ship a record of 23 summary 
Courts and four General Courts-martial, with a 
list of 63 deserters. It is admitted that the regula- 
lations for the government of the commanding 
officer were disregarded in various respects during 
the cruise, and when the inquiry was raised as to 
why this was so, the Court were frankly told that 
the Regulations were forgotten, or, as in the case of 
illegal punishments inflicted, that Commander Mc- 
Calla did not think 1t was within his power to main- 
tain discipline on board of his ship by the accepted 
methods. 

It is obvious that the experiences of the officers 
and crew during the cruise were exceptional ; it re- 
mains to be determined whether the circumstances 
of the cruise were also exceptional, and so excep- 
tional as to compel the commanding officer to bring 
this public scandal upon the Naval Service by such 
methods of discipline as can be justified in the Ser- 
vice itself only upon the most extreme theory of ne- 
cessity, and which public sentiment will not justify 
under any circumstances short of absolute mutiny 
so threatening in its character as to compel a re- 
turn of killed and wounded as convincing proof to 
the popular apprehension of che serious nature ef 
the emergency. The spectacle of an officer in com- 
mand of a United States Naval vessel himself sous- 
ing a drunken engine-room fireman with cold water 
to sober him up, cutting down a shackled man with 
his sword and indulging in threats which he testifies 
were not intended to mean anything, because some 
saucy boy on board of the ship did not adjust his 
countenance in all respects to please him—al] this 
may be a necessary part of the discipline on board 
of an American man-of-war, but the spectacle is 
not an edifying one, and it is obvious to the unpre- 
judiced observer that reformation is needed some- 


where. 
We shall soon know how the facts presented ap- 





pear to the unusually able Court to whom the 
determination of Commander McCalla’s case has 

















been ane They are all men of “experience, 
each of them having commanded anywhere from 
one to sixteen naval vessels, so while they listened 
witl&ttention to at least a portion, if not to the 
whole of Mr. Choate’s address, occupying five hours, 
we have a shrewd suspicion that each man of them 
bad in his own mind fully determined upon bis ver 
dict before Commander McCalla left the stand. 

However decided their individual opinions may 
be, it is not expected that these opinions should be 
in entire accord and that they have had some diffi- 
culty in reconciling them is indicated by the fact 
that they have been in secret session several days. 
Whatever the conclusion in this important case, it 
is obvious that something more than sound theo- 
retical opinions are required to make an ideal naval 
officer. An excellent lieutenant may not always 
prove a good captain. There is no situation in 
which the personal equation counts for so much as 
that which places an officer in independent com- 
mand and compels bim to rely wholly upon his own 
resources of saving common sense, humane senti- 
ment and respect for the feelings as well as the rights 
of others. It is not to be expected that every one 
should be equal to the high requirements of inde- 
pendent command, but it is obvious that there 
should be no confusion in the minds of officers as 
to what is expected of them in such a situation. 
The conclusions of this court will, no doubt, help 
to settle this question. 








FLYING SQUADRONS. 


SEORETARY Tracy gave the Navy a genuine sur- 
prise on Saturday last when he cabled to Acting 
Rear Acmiral Walker at Algiers, to proceed with 
the four. vesse’s of the Squadron of Evolution to 
Brazl and take command of the South Atlantic 
Station, as the relief of Rear Admiral Gillis, who 
on the same date was directed to return to the 
United States in the flagship Richmond. Noone was 
probably more surprised at these orders than Acting 
Rear Admiral Walker himself, for he had fully ex- 
pected, as did all the officers of his squadron and 
nearly everybody else, that he would return with 
the vessels of his command to Hampton Roads dur- 
ing the coming month. The Department had also 
contemplated the return of the squadron for the 
purpose of a series of joint mancuvres with the 
home squadron during the coming autumn, pre- 
paration of a programme having already been 
commenced. 

There were important reasons, however, for 
changing this plan. The administration has for 
some time been considering the advisability of aug- 
menting the naval forces m Brazilian waters with 
the view to further strengthening the friendly re 
lations between the United States and the southern 
republics. With the approaching elections in Brazil 
and the uncertain outcome, the State Department 
considered it high time that we were putting a 
fleet worthy of the country in these waters, with 
the view to preventing interference from European 
countries with those elections which come off in 
September next. 

The only ships now available are those compris- 
ing the Squadron of Evolution, and as the import- 
ant and delicate diplomatic questions thus liable 
to arise demand a skilful and able commanding 
officer, it is but natural that Acting Rear Admiral 
Walker, with the vessels of his command, should 
have heen selected for this mission. The time had 
about arrived for the return of Rear Admiral Gillis, 
who has been eager to come home for several 
months past. His return has probably teen hastened 
by reason of the friction that has existed for some 
tim> past between him and Oaptain Allen V. Reed, 
of the Richmond. The latter is now understood 
to be under suspension pending action upon charges 
forwirded to the Department by Rear Admiral 
Gillis. Counter charges have also been preferred 
against the latter by Captain Reed. The nature of 
the difficulty between these two officers is not now 
known, but we learn from private sources that it is 
sufficiently serious to make things decidedly un- 
pleasant on board the Richmond, and it is because 
of these troubles that that vessel has been ordered 
home. The instructions to Rear Admiral Gillis, 
sent by cable, were to proceed home without delay. 

The instructions to Acting Rear Admiral Walker 
were sent by mail, so that two or three weeks will! 








— = = squadron leaves —— waters" 
for its new field of duty. The Zssex, now at New 


York, is to join the squadron at Brazil. The South 
Atlantic fleet will then comprise the Chicago, Bos- 
ton, Atlanta, Yorktown, Essex and Tallapoosa. 

The change in the ordersof Adm]. Walker is quite 
in line with the suggestion as to the proper distri- 
bution of ships in commission made in these col- 
umns as long ago as July, 1882. We then adyo- 
cated an assignment of all vessels commissioned on 
the Eastern coast, first to the North Atlantic 
Squadron for a sufficient time to ensure the proper 
breaking in of their crews, and subsequently their 
transfer to different stations in succession. This 
has been done to a greater or less degree in several 
instances, and always, we are led to believe, with 
marked success. 

It is still our opinion that the plan is a most ex- 
cellent one. If it is carried out, Admiral Walker's 
squadron will find itself im China, by way of Mauri- 
tius, Galle and Singapore, within the next twelve 
months. 

The Baltimore is now in commission, and the 
Philadelphia is nearly ready for her officers and 
crew, and the Concord may be ready before many 
weeks. Why would it not bea good plan to send 
these vessels to Europe in the fall, to follow much 
the same track and do much the same work as has 
been done by the Squadron of Evolution this win- 
ter? A year hence the Newark and Bennington 
will probably be in condition to go over the same 
ground, and the unnamed cruisers now building 
will be following in the course of two years, The 
Naval Review called for by the World’s Fair bill 
will bring bome temporarily all the new ships ; but 
now that the old wooden navy is so fast disappear- | °* 
ing and the modern ships are coming forward, it 
seems most desirable that such a round-the-world 
cruise as has been recently concluded by the Dolphin 
and commenced by the Chicago and her consorts, 
should be the rule and not the exception. We be 
heve that the experience of the squadron will show 
that such changing of stations will be conducive to 
the greater efficiency of officers and men, and pro 
ductive of good in other ways, by showing other na- 
tions that we are once more on the high road to the 
attainment of our old place among naval powers. 





LINEAL PROMOTION FOR SUBALTERNS. 


THe War Department now advocates a modifi 
cation of the proposed legislation, heretofore 
favored, for lineal promotion. Secretary Proctor 
states in a communication recently addressed to 
General Cutcheon, chairman of the House Military 
Committee, that although the present system of 
regimental promotion has wrought injustice to 
many officers in that grade, the point is made that 
the immediate change would, in the case of many 
first lieutenants, aggravate the evil. The question, 
the Secretary writes, does not arise in the case of sec- 
ond lieutenants, and he has therefore approved the 
following amendment, suggested by Major-General 
Schofield, to come in after the provision providing 
for lineal promotion in House bil! No. 8202, which 
has since been attached as an amendment to the 
Wheeler eres bill :

A LEADER CALLED FOR. 
THe Commandant of the Marine Corps has not 


been in good health for several months, and while ‘

A RESUME of Congressional work during the pres- 


ent session, while not presenting a very formidable 
array of military and navy laws, shows a number of 
important measures in an advanced stage of con- 
sideration, and on the whole presents a rather 
favorable outlook, especially for the Army. Inter, 
est in naval matters has for some reason been al- 
lowed to lag during the present session. None of: 
the really important bills referred to the Naval: 
Committees have thus far been acted upon. The 
House Naval Committee promises to clear its , 
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calendar of many of the pending measures within 
the. next fortnight, so thet some additions to the 
Howse calendar from this scurce may soon be ex- 
pected: Itistoo late in the session, however, to 
expect any final results from bills not yet reported, 
but work done now will enhance the chances for 
the next session, and it is therefore hoped that the 
Naval Committees will soon be up and doing. The 
Military Committees have completed the bulk of 
their work for the present session and will prob- 
ably nt meet with the same regularity as hereto 

fore.. An inerease of pay to non-commissioned offi 

cers is one of the important subjects, however, to 
be disposed of before they quit work altogether for 
the session. The House Military Committee will 
also go into the question of reorganizing the staff 
departments before the session closes, though it is 
not at all certain that the pending bill on the sub- 
ject will be reported, for a vast deal of opposition 
has developed to the proposition to reduce the Ad- 
jutant-General’s and Commissary and Quarter- 
master’s Departments. The status of the appropri- 
ation bill in which the Services are interested is as 
follows: The Army and Military Academy have 
passed the House, received reports from the Senate 
Appropriation Cummittee and are now on the 
Senate calendar. The Naval and Fortification have 
passed the House and are now being considered by 
sub-Committees of the Senate Appropriation Com- 
‘mittee. The Sundry Civil and General Deficiency 
bills have not yet been formulated by the House 
Appropriation Committee. 





Tue system of promotion by seniority after ex- 
amination, proposed by Senator Cockrell’s bill, pub 
lished this week, is in our judgment the one best 
adapted to the conditions of Army administration 
tin this country. If the examinations are what they 
should be, they will stimulate every officer to keep 
himself aw courant with his profession and will 
furnish a test of relative merit useful in determin- 
ing the assignment of officers to special positions, 
Promotion by selection is excellent in theory, but 
in this country it means a periodical struggle for 
preferment of questionable benefit to the Service, 
however much it may profit individuals. Still, 
there should be some escape from the necessity of 
putting into an important position some wooden 
dummy of an officer, simply because he comes out 
first, like a shot in a magazine gup. Bat then, we 
should not permit the continuance in the Service of 
such officers, and a proper application of the prin- 
ciple of examination will certainly lessen their 
mumber. Mr. Cockrell also proposes, as will be 
seen, to give commissions in the line of the Service, 
and not in a particular regiment, so as to admit of 
transfers at the wi'l of the War Department. This 
is a species of selection, and may serve the purpose 
of protecting us against the necessity of putting the 
rong man in the right place.

THE HOTCHKISS GUN. 


SPEAKING of the Hotchkiss Gun in his “ War Path 
and Bivouac,” Mr. Finerty says: 

“Its range is 2,500 yards, and its effect among a 
body of green troops, or savages unused to artillery, 
eould not fail to be demoralizing in the extreme. 
Had Custer had thisarm at the Little Big Horn, 
the issue of that disastrous day might have been 
reversed. Artillery bas been s»mewhbat improved 
even within the short space of the lust decade, but I 
much doubt whether a better arm, for light field 
service in a difficult country, than the Hotchkiss 
gun could be devised. 

“Were Sitting Bull, at that time, protected by 
Senor Diaz’s Government, instead of by that of 
Queen Victoria’s son in-law, McKensie would have 
been allowed to‘ whoop bhimup.’ McKensie was 
mavaged with a ‘snaffle,’ while Miles was held in 
bani by acurb bit. Such is the difference between 
our affection for Eogland and for Mexico. 

**Major Rice bad been experimenting with bis 
guns, and was delighted with their efficiency. Toe 
new Hotcbkiss revolver is a most remarkable piece of 
ordnance. It bas five barrels of small diameter, 
and is fed by a kind of ‘bopper’ at the left side of 
the breech. Lt can fling shell or shot with remarkable 
accuracy to a great distance, and against *L»,’ 
proved a very efficient agent of panic, if not of de- 
struction. Our Indians regarded the weapon with 
awe, and did not care to be too close when it was 
tired with rapidity. With all extra trappings, this 
excellent canpon does not weigh more than 3.500 
pounds, and, like the single barrelled Hotchkiss, 
can be hauled along and handled withv@ any par- 
ticular embarrassment.” 





(Special Despatch to the Philadelphia North American.) 
THE CRUISER BALTIMORE STRAINED. 
WASHINGTON, May 2. 


Ir is a fact that is not generally known that the 
magnificent new cruiser Baltimore went to sea from 
Norfolk recently with some of her seams amid- 
ships newly caulked in order to prevent leakage. 
A report was received at the Navy Department the 
other day from the civil engineer of tte Norfolk 
Navy-yard stating that the Baltimore was con- 
siderably strained when she was placed in the new 
timber dock there, causing quite a l-~akage before 
the water was all pumped out of the dock. A 
hasty examination showed that one or two seams in 
the amidship bulkhead had started, and caulking 
was necessary in order to allow the vessel to go to 
sea. 

A question immediatel> arose as to the cause of 
this, and a rapid survey of the dock was made. The 
civil engineer reports that, in his opinion, the 
bottom of the dock had settled about nine tenths of 
an inch, while the Simpson Company, the builders 
of the dock, say fhey do not believe the dock bas 
settled atal!, and that if theship was strained it was 
due to bad docking. This is most Peperaliy be- 
lieved, for it is thought to be absurd that the set- 
tlement of a fraction of an inch, or @ven of two or 
three inches, in a dock 500 feet long would affect 
a vessel over 300 feet in length. A board will be 
ordered at once to investigate the condition of 
affairs. The dock was built last year and com- 
pleted in September. 





As To the statement concerning officers who were 
killed during the war by having their heads shot off, 
G:n. M. C. Meigs, U.S.A., writes usas follows: “Capt. 
Wo. Wilkins, who was captured at Chancellorsville, 
at the timeand in the vicinity of Stonewall Jackson’s 
death, told me shortly after that, while standing 
under a hot fire, he saw the bone suddenly jut up 
out of an officer’s neck as he sat on his horse. The 
whiteness of the projecting spine made an impres- 
sion on him, never to be forgotten. The man sat a 
moment in saddle and then tumbled prone to the 
earth. The head had simply disappeared. Many 
such sights must have been seen in the course of that 
strugglein which so many perished by shot or shell.”

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THE STAFF OF THE ARMY. 


A CORRESPCNDENT of the New York Times makes 
gp sesault all along the line upon the staff corps of 
the Army. He savs: 

“Inquiry among Army men from time to time 
regurding the present condition of military affairs 
developed the fact that there is a wide difference of 
opinion about many so-called reforms. For several 

ears the large percentage of desertions bas been 
— on, and yet nearly ever since the close of the 
war the combatant officers have pleaded in vain for 
authority to enlist recruits elsewhere than in the 
slums, but their wishes and opimions have never 
been deemed of sufficient value by the staff to merit 
much attention. The fact is our Army is so staff- 
ridden that it is next to impossible to get anything 
done unless it originates with and suits the conve- 
nience of tbe staff. 

“The staff control everything, and practically 
decide nine-tenths of all questions; they control 
despotically at department and division head- 
quarters, and so seldom does a general officer take 
any exception to the action of these so called chiefs 
thatin peace they run the whole Army. Of late 
years it has become quite apparent that post com- 
manders no longer commend their forts and cap- 
tains no longer command their companies. 

“The staff not only bas all the ‘soft’ things of 
Arwy life, but the amount of influence wielded en- 
ables them to secure promotion whenever they are 
not getting abead fast enough. Itis no longer con- 
sidered immodest or in bad taste for a chief of staff 
department to recommend the increase of rank de- 
sired in his department in his annual report, but it 
is quite common to see more space devoted to this 
tban to the real interests of the public service. 

“The authority and command of the Army are 80 
centralized and controlled by tbe staff that a de- 
partment commander cannot now even change the 
station of a doctor without the consent of tbe Sur- 
geon General in Wasbiogton. Ammuopition and 
stores of all kinds can only be obtained after a most 
sinuous running of the gauntlet. The amount of 
peper work in the staff departments—usually de- 
nominated ‘red tape’—is overwhelming, and in- 
stead of being reformed, things grow worse and 
worse. Thousands of business bouses wil! not deal 
with our staff departments simply through disgust 
with their met boris. 

**Some of the staff departments have done excel- 
lent work, but it is in spite of the system and tradi- 
tion ratber than because of it. There are plenty of 
excellent officers 1n the staff, but they seem almost 
helplers iv the face of rules, orders and customs, and 
are not abie by their best efforts to accomplish 
much good beyond limited spheres of action. 

Such staff corps as the Judge Advocate’s and the 
Signal Service have been for years viewed with con: 
tempt by most ofthe Army. There is no excuse for 
heading these corps with brigadier-geverals. A 
small number of signal officers for Army signaling 
and one field officer to remain at the War VDepart- 
ment for the care of court-martial proceedings 
woold suit the Army and be less expensive. 

“The time has about arrived for real reform in the 
Arwy, aod not such shams as are being put on it 
under that name. The regiments are composed of 
as fine officers and men as ever served under the 
flag: in fact, the Army never bad a better educated 
or more proficient lot. Let the War Department 
begin at the top, where reforms are most needed, 
apd pot be deceived by foolish trifies. if the line 
peeds reforming, there is no class of people leas ac- 
—— with it or less fitted to roform it than the 
staf. 

“Gens. Sherman and Sheridan made bonest and 
manly efforts to have the administration of the 
Army pul upon a proper military footing, but they 
were defeated. The staff ———— are determ- 
ined never to be controlled by the General of the 
Army, for, so long as they can report to and advise 
with acivilian Secretary, there is no danger ef much 
interference. 

“The personnel of the staff is very much better 
than could be expected under such a system, and 
doubtless many of these officers have a contempt 
fur the methods inflicted on them, but few, how- 
ever, would be found who would undertake a gen- 
eral reform for fear of being personally hurt by the 
change.” 

















THE CANTEEN. 


AN officer sends us the extract that follows with this com- 
ment: “Lots of truth in this. The canteen and the de- 
serter craze are both beirg overdone. At remote posts the 
canteen and the trader need not, of necessity, clash. The 
position of the officer in charge of a canteen as well as 
the non.-com. officers who have immediate charge, is, in 
neither case, apt co increase the respect for their positions,” 


Posts situated in or near cities or towns, where 
there is competitiou for the soldier trade, and where 
necessaries and comforts can be obtained at a 
reasovable price and witbout delay, can without 
detrement to theservice abolish the trader's store 
and depend on the canteen to supply its place. But 
& post situated as Scanton is, 90 miles from the rait- 
road, with no city or town near, vannot dispense 
wih the trader without depriving itself of many 
comforts and conveniences. 

Canteens were oraered to replace the trader's 
store for the purpose of mitigating the suffering and 
elevating the poor down-trodden private soldier, to 
promote temperance, 1w prove discipline and correct 
all the radical evils of the service which they seem 
to lay at the posttrader'sdoor. Will it do any or 
all of these at this pest, or at pusts so situated? 
it promote temperance to give a soldier double 
rations of grog for bis money? Will tue knowledge 
that he is getting drunk on intoxicants purcbased 
for this purpose for him by his superior officers 
make him more self-respecting and putriotic? Does 
it improve discipline for non-commissioped officers 
to stand bebind the bar and sell and pour out H- 
quors for privates of the garrison, aud encour- 
age the men to epend all tneir money for cauteen 
supplies to benefit the canteen fund? 

With a white apron on, tbe popping of corks all 
around him, a lot of drunken privates at the bar 
clamoring for more liquor, the metalliw click of the 
nickels as they drop into the till, together with the 
melody of chaste songs and constant gustations of 
Sunday school maxims, must increase the military 
ardor of any; patriotic non-commussioned officer. 
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The captain or Neutenant who is required by re- 
gzulations to run this establishment is also ennobled 
by such work. To supply a good quality of beverages 
at a reasonable ficure for men of the command; to 
take stock of liquors every evening and compare 
number of nickels received with number of drinks 
taken; to put detailed statement of business done 
and money received during the day in canteen 
rooms for inspection of the patroas of the place; 
to be instructed by a council of non-commissioned 
officers bow you should run the canteen; the mir- 
takes.in your method æ out by them and re- 
ported by the commanding officer; all these thirgs 
are conducive to good order and military disciplice 
and sbould make an officer love bis postition. Bat 
the grandest and most complete satisfaction is de- 
rived from the knowledge “ within yourself,” that 
ved have at length attained the dignity of a saloon- 
eeper. 





CANTEEN BEER. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


As To the Army canteen: Do you not think that 
it were best to eject the beer from the room in 
which the Arm ys are invited to spend their 
evenings? The Army is supposed to contain many 
young men who retain their love for reading but 
who have not attained a love for beer. I know that 
the beer often outrunos the reading, but the theory 
is that some maply young fellow bas entered the 
Army who has made the better choice. [ am not 
willing to assume that the contrary it impossible.

Admitting that 
the majority are willing to domesticate the beer in 
the same stmosphere, what of the young man who 
would confine his taste to the boox, did not the beer 
appeal both through the invitations of its not 
precious self, and the solicitations of boon com- 
panions?

SMOKE OR NO SMOKE, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


REFERRING to the article “Smoke or No Smoke,” 
ip your issue of the 12th inst., I would advance that 
if smoke is wanted asa controllable mask on the 
future battlefield, the necessary chemical is at hard. 
Why not use guopowder in its present smoky form? 
issue ball-cartridges both of peasy See smokeless 
powder. The proportions of issue should vary; de- 
pending op the cover the field affords, the distance 
of the ition to be attained and the amount and 
kind of resistance to be overcome. Plave the smoky 
cartrid ces ‘Dn & orparate belt and forbid their use in 
the magazine. ben a mask is required to cover a 
movemeut or renewal of supply of ammunitioa use 
the smoky cartridges. When uoder cover or where 
fire is more valuable than cover use the smokeless 
powder. Of the technival defects arisiog from the 
use of both powders in the same gua I know only 
one, The gun could not be simply sighted for botn 

wders. This will be considered again. There may 
other defects. 

Of the tactical considerations it may be said that 
by the sudden uee cf a smoke mark you warn the 
enemy of intended movement. He will at once 
know which way you are going. You lose the ele- 
meot of surprise in yeoe rushes but gain a mask. 
But you must move with smokeless powder alone. 
Then you retain the element of surprise but have 
no mask. This whole diecussion, however, supposes 
the necessity of artificial cover. So you gain more 
than you luse. You bave the advantages that each 
man carries hisown mask, that you may mask all 
or any portion ot your line at will and that you can 
use a thin or dense mask as required by control of 
the number of rounds. Confusion in the use of am- 
munition could no duubt be easily avoided by the 
adoption of distinctive commands and signals. The 
fire discipline of troops would bave to be exvellent, 
but would they otherwise be effective with either 
powder alone? Of other considerations note that 
there is no waste of labor as the soldicr need 
notbing more that is offensively ineffective than at 
present. You would secure great and controllable 
volumes of smoke in the most natural manner. To 
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use any other means than the eun for ignition of a 
smoke- ucing chemical would be awkward, 
liable to fail from love of tools and conditional uoon 
cessation of firing. The fumes would be innocuous 
but the bullet would pot. The gun would bave to 
be sighted for smokeless powder and firing with 
smoky powder would be thus partially un- 
aimed but not wholly so. A devse mark would 
not, however, be needed at any but short ranges, 
say within 800 ——8 when such fire would be effert- 
ive. The loss from the use of their masks at looger 
distances could be ignored or even avoided by 
knowledge of the sichts. The encroachment of un- 
aimed u aimed fire reduces the fire efficiency of 
the soldier if pumber of rounds alone be considered, 
but if security of the soldier be also considered his 
efficiency is not impaired. With the few rounds now 
carried the use of either kind of powder alone may 
be preferable to the use of both. Reduction of 
calibre, of weight of cun and equipment, and, per- 
baps, the abandouwent of the bayonet, will permit 
of the carrying of cartridges in such great number 
that both puwders may be used. Simplicity of 
equipment and of supply of ammupition are in- 
volved in such use of gunpowder, but not less so by 
the use of any other chemical for the same purpose.

THE BROWN WIRE GUN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ix reply to your request for areport of the ex- 
perimental practice with the Linch Brown wire 
gun, I would state that this gun was constructed for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether there were any 
mechabical difficulties to be overcome in construrt- 
10g zune upon the Brown system. The gun is 41 
calibres Jong, and is chambered for a metallic cart- 
ridge: is without a lining tube, the rifling being cut 
directly upou tbe staves, and was wouod with wire 
about .08 incbes in diameter, under a tension of 100 
pounds upon the wire. This is equivalent to 70 tons 
per square inch. it has been fired a number of 
times with a steel shot weighing 155 oz. and 5.5 oz. 
of compressed rifle wder. The pevetration in 
wrought iron vaned from 2.75in.to 3in. The gun 
bas worked 1p an entirely satisfactory mauper, tte 
bore being still in as good eondition as when rifled. 

Tbe Brown cartridge was used. This consisted of 
four ounces of rifle powder, compressed into a long 
hollow aaa, inner diameter i in., and this cav- 
ity was filled with 14¢ ozs. of loose rifle powder, The 
action of this cartric ze is as follows: The loose pow- 
der when ignited drives the projectile up into the 
bore and ignites the comp powder, and as this 
burus from the centre outwards, it evolves a con- 
tinually increasing amount of gas for each incre- 
ment of time. This produces low breech pressures 
aod high muzzle pressure, and consequently high 
initial velocities. The Brown system of gun con- 
struction is particularly suited to the use of the mod- 
erp accumulation powder. As for the same weigbt 
of gun, the Brown guns will havea hbigber muzzle 
strength than it is possible to obtain by any other 
system, and it may be safely predicted that the 

rown guns will givea higher muzzle energy per 
ton of weight than any other gun, and cost less per 
ton of muzzle energy. 

The company are now about to construct a 5-in. 
bigh powered gun, 44 calibres long, for experimental

STABLE GUARD AND TOTAL GUARD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE construction of the foot-note to par. 14, Ken- 
non’s Manual, so as to make a deduction irom the 
pumber for — a troop of * daily strength of 
its stable guard before computing it« total guard de- 
tail, creates inequality be.ween foot and mounted 
troops, robs the latter of that “proper credit” in- 
sured by par. 536, A. R., and suggests inquiry into 
any other fair construction of the words of the 
manual. The foot-note refers toa battery as well 
as toa troop; but a battery does aot always furnish 
details for the garrison guard. When this is neces- 
sary the “oumberof meno required forstable guard’ 
is fixed by par. 15 to be “the sergeants and the 
drivers.” [nsuch a case then the foot-note means 
that the sergeant-major shall deduct from the num- 
ber for duty, not the daily stable guard detail, but 
toe whole class who perform stable guard duty. Tnis 
method is equally applicable to a troop, for surely 
the same priaciple is involved and the foot-note says 
plainly in effect that the same method applies to 
“troop or battery.” But the class that shail “be 
required for stable guard’ in a troop uader similar 
© »nditions is not defined. It will be seen that a troop 
is not so easily divided; its men are not divided into 
Classes hike those of a battery. The method adopted 
for a battery is, however, readily traceable to aepirit 
of fairaess and a desire to equalize guard duties, 

Stable guard is not fatigue duty; itis guard duty 
no less than garrison guard and certainly uo less 
severe. The spirit of both Regulations and manual 
is to assert and preserve the equality. Why thea 
adopt methods that give practical effect to the be 
lief that stable guard is but a class of faticue duty 
incident to the possession of the horse and a pay- 
ment for the privilege of p on? Letus assume 
tbat the two classes of guard duty are equal and 
find a method of fair distribution. How would this 
do? “The daily detail from each troop shali consist 
of not less than one non-commissioned officer and 
three privates for stable guard and such additional 
non commissioned officers and privates as to com- 
plete its proportional share of guard duties."" This 
méthod would equalize guard duties as much as 
practicable consistent with the priaciple that each 
troop should furnish its entire stable guard. If 
adopted, it would do justice to all. At this post 
wito two troops, one company of infantry and ove 
of scouts; the cavalryman goes on guard onve ip 5+ 
days, the iofantrymaa or scout but once in in 1+ 
days. Norare the fractions the same for the two 
troops, the proportions being 5.16 days and 5.58 days. 
This is unfair to the trooper aod causes discontent. 
It has beev said that evea now his duty is light; but 
be would not be discontented even if it were heavier, 
if it were also fuiriy shared. lLojustice leads to dis- 
content, discontent to desertion. Moral—Be just. ,

We are glad to 
learn of the hearty welcome accorded to this work 
by the Enoglisb speaking people in the ports of China 
and Japan, and by the Japanese. as well as by read- 
ers at home.

Mr. Bigelow describes Bryant's 
ancestry, bis school days, bis law studies, and pre- 
sents bim in the cbaracier of the barrister, the ad- 
venturer, the journalist, the poet, the tourist. and 
the orator. He tells of the public bonors conferred 
upon bim, describes his person and domestic babits 
and bis last days, concluding with an appendix con- 
taining reminiacenxes of the Evening Post by Mr. 
Bryant bimself. Thusin a volume of 350 pages we 
bave one of the most complete, accurate, and inter- 
eeting biographies thus far presented of the man 
w hose name is familiarin every American household, 
and whose example is an inypiration to American 
manhood. Not only does be hold ap enduring place in 
public esteem as an American poet, tut “few men 
who wrote so well bave ever written so much on the 
political problems of bis time as Mr. Bryant or did 
more by bis professional and personal example to 
give dignity to political strife.” Of his personal 
»ppearavce, Mr. Bigelow says: “ Bryant was about 
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fice feet ten inches in height, very erect, lithe, and 
well formed. He never became fieshy, but to the 
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last_ retained the elasticity and erectness which in 
tbe lower auimals are tokens of high breeding and 
careful training; be was among his school fellows 
noted for his beauty, and in bis old «ge his appear- 
ance was very distinguisbed. A finer looking head 
than bis at eighty was only to be seen in art gal- 
leries.”’

PHYSIQUE OF EUROPEAN ARMIES. 


In an important article in the Fortnightly Review 
on “ The Physique of European Armies,’’ Mr. W. M. 
Gattie concludes from his statistics that the French 
as a vation are improving in stature; that the Ger- 
man recruits are pbysically better year by year; 
that in Austria-Hungary the number of men re- 
jected as being under the standard hoight (5 ft. 
11-5 in.) is steadily decreasing; that asim'lar im- 
provement has taken place in the physique of the 
Italians; and that the condition of the Russian sol 
diers is good. In short, so far as statistics are avail 
able, he is able to declare that there is a tendency to 
pbysical improvement on the Continent, or, at any 
rate, no such serious indications in the opposite 
direction as those which have caused so much 
vatural disqnietude in this country. * The fact has 
to be faced that, while the physique of the Foglish 
Arwy is deteriorating uoder influences already con- 
sidered, the material from whicb foreign armies are 
drawn ie, on the whole, becoming better and more 
vigorous.” Mr. Gattie can see no other explanation 
for this disquieting state of affairs than the part 
played abroad by military treining in promoting 
the development of the body, and the generally re- 
ceived doctrine of the transmission of avquired 
physical conditions. He cites the statistics of Mr. 
Maclaren concerning a detachment of non-commis- 
sioned officers who were trained as military gym- 
nastic instructors. These men, after less than eight 
months’ training, were found to have gained on the 
average 10lb.in weight, 2% io. in girth of chest, 
% in. ia the size of the forearm, and 1% in. in that 
of the upper arm, while there was ia every casea 
slight increase in stature Mr. Gattie concludes by 
pointing out the wisdom of doing something in the 
way of physical training equivalent to the universal 
military training of the Continent. 
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A CRITIC OF THE FRENCH ARMY. 


M. LucrENn Descaves is at the present moment 
evjoying in Paris the advantages of prane and pud- 
ding which come so often te the author of a prose- 
cuted book. About a year ago he published a novel 
constructed in accordance with the naturalist for- 
mula, called **Sous-Offs” This book dealt mainly 
with the life in barracks of the non-commissioned 
officers of the French Army, of which it took a very 
dark view, representing it as sordid and vicious ia 
the extreme. The sub-officers, according to it, de- 
jeunent de la fille et soupent du sdldat; they are 
des proxénetes et des voleurs, as well as a number of 
other things that are not nice. Touching in this 
rude way so sensitive a point as the pride of the 
French in their army, M ves made, what no 
doubt he sought, a sensation and nine days’ talk, 
apd sold enough copies of bis rather dull book to 
bring him in a return of 15,000 francs. It is doubt- 
ful if he would bave received even so much as this 
if threats of prosecution had not advertised bis 
povel free from the first. These threats have been 
at last carried into effect, and the eause was tried 
on March 15, 16, before the Court of Assizes of the 
Seine. The prosecution was so far under the sanc- 
tion of the Government as to be conducted by the 
Advocate-Geterul,M. Rau. The charge against the 
book was that it was offensive to good murals and 
insulting to the army. The author was defended b 
Msitre Tézenas, on the ground that be wrote wit 
ample knowledge and in good faith; that his booxs 
showed the good side of the te} as well as the 
bad; and that it wasa most valuable * document,” 
being the plain truth about the army, told after 
years of study of it. M. Lucien Descaves was 
acquitted witbout delay, and now, as we said, is en- 
joying a little triumph.—N. Y. Evening Post. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE French are beginning to regret that the Re- 
publican Government has refused to create any 
marsbals, because geverals dislike obeying officers 
of their own rank, and this may lead to serious con- 
sequences in the event ot war. 


A RAILWAY company formed in Paris, under 
Turkish suspices, will begin operations with the 
construction of a railway from Jaffa to Jerusalem. 
The concession also gives the company the right of 
constructing branch lines to Naplons and Gaza. 


THe German field artillery is to be increased by 
70 batteries and the army corps by special troops. 
An increase of the cavairy and infantry pear the 
western and eastern frontiers is also intended. It 
will be tbe duty of the troopsin those sections to 
advance to the irontier in the event ot war, without 
awaiting the reverves, to repel attacks.

A WAR VETERAN COW. a 


Tue N. Y. Times devotes nearly a column to the 
—— of amilch cow, turned over during the 
war to . M. D. Leggett by the Commissary at 
the price of beef on the hoof. She was tied to the 
cook's wagon, and so easily adapted herself to sol- 
dier life chat in afew days the rope was cast off; 
yet she still beld ber station and seldom allowed the 
wagon out of sight. She became so popular with 
the soldiers that when forage was scarce the boys 
would glean for her whatever could be found along 
the line of march and bestow it upon her when set- 
tled in camp. 

Much travelling made “ Molly” footsore, and she 
was taken to the blacksmith and fitted with as neat 
aset of shoes as were worn by any horseinu ihe 
Army. The second day out from Atlanta, on the 
march to the sea, an aged Confederate with patri- 
archal mien came tu Gen. Leggett and complaiued 
that bis men had taken bis last remaining cow, the 
sole support of two invalid and dependent grand- 
children. When asked for a description, he bit 
“Molly” off very neatly, and when the General 
rode back with him until they met headauarters, 
and the cow was seen, the claimant pointed ber out 
and declared positively that she had been coufis- 
vated from bis barnyard. 

Willing tosee how far be would go, the General 
said: “* Examioe ber closely, and see if there are 
any marks by which she can be identified.” He did 
so, and rec»gnized several minute marks that made 
him positive she was his, even pointing out some 
scratches she bad received from the brush a day or 
two before. The General then lifted one of her feet, 
and showing her shoes, asked if his cow was shod. 

~ Yes, [always keep my cows shod.” 

This was too much for the General, who bad held 
to the possibility of the man's being honestly mis- 
taken. Tne old man was placed under guard, and 
compelled to march with the troops for two days, 
on short fare, and qnrz the knapsacks of feeble 
soldiers, and when he discovered, even to bis own 
satisfaction, that ** Molly” was a part of the con- 
meng host, with her position and duties well de- 

ned, be was cast adrift and allowed to go home. 

** Molly’s” one personal adventure witb the eoemy 
was brief and dramatic, and made a deep impression 
upon ber memory. As she was always with the 
headquarters’ effects at the rear of the command, 
and usually out of the range of danger, she seewed 
to look upon Army life as a loog-drawn excursion 
and enjoyed it us only a true soldier could. But tu 
the baiule of Atlanta, July 22, 1864, the first assault 
of the enemy was on the rear, running entirely over 
the Union beadquarters,. Both “Molly” and her 
sable compavion and guardian, * Uncie Joe,” were 
completely demoralized and nearly scared to death. 
The cook never recovered, and Gen. Leggett was
